body  ol  voters  whose  creed  is,  "The 
constilnlioo  and  the  circus,  one  nnd 
inseparable,  now  and  forever."  It 
is  a  small  matter  to  bun  whether  he 
becomes  an  LL.l).  or  nor,  a  mere  side- 
show, as  it  were,  compared  with  the 
vastly  more  momentous  question  of 
whether  he  shall  lose  Ihc  great  inde- 
pendent circus  vntc.

The  merchants  or  tho  country  arc 
beginning  to  appreciate  tho  true  value 
of  advertising  nud  its  necessity  to  their 
business.  Advertisements  arouse  the 
puhlic  curiosity  which  is  only  satisfied 
hr  personal  inspection  of  tho  goods  ad- 
vertised. This  applies  to  every  branch 
of  trade.  IVopIo  onsult  the  papers 
to  find  the  proper  stores  to  visit  as  they 
do  to  find  out  tho  arrival  and  depart- 
ure of  trains,  steamboats  or  mails. 
The  art  ol  advertising,  moreover,  is 
still  developing  as  the  years  roll  by. 
What  its  Tuturc  may  be  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  predict,  hut  that  its  fu- 
ture will  be  identified  with  business 
success  even  more  closely  than  at  pres- 
ent there  can  be  no  doubt. 

The  publishers  of  a  Gcnnau  uovel 
recently  did  a  neat  thing  in  the  way  of 
advert  isiug.  They  caused  to  be  insert- 
ed ill  the  newspapers  a  notice  to  the 
effect  that  a  certain  nohleman  of  wealth 
aud  high  position  desirous  of  finding  a 
wife,  wanted  nnc  who  resembled  the 
heroine  in  the  novel  named.  Whereup- 
on every  marriagc»ble  woman  who  saw 
the  notice  bought  the  book  in  order  to 
sec  what  the  heroiuo  was  like,  and 
the  work  had  ao  immense  sale. 

A  Harket  thnt  Favor*  the  Cousu- 

Mueh  business  is  doing,  hut  profits  ar 
very  slight.  Nearly  the  whole  coun- 
try rccnu  to  have  adopted  a  hnnd-to- 
mouth  policy.  Men  pay  as  they  go. 
Long  credits  are  not  iu  demand,  and 
ir  asked  for  would  uot  be  granted. 
This  is  nmply  illustrated  by  the  effect 
of  the  new  tariff  act  upon  recent  and 
prospective  imports.  It  was  thought 
that  imports  would  be  light  where  the 
new  rates  are  lower  than  the  old,  and 
thit imports  would  bo  heavy  where  the 
future  rates  nre  higher  than  the  present. 
In  reality,  our  imports  appear  to  have 
been  determined  primarily  by  the  ne- 
cessities of  the  consumer,  in  a  less  de- 
gree by  the  urgencies  of  tho  foreign 
producer,  while  the  influence  of  the 
tariff  has  beeu  less  marked  thnn  wss 
expected.  This  seems  to  prove  quite 
clearly  that  for  the  present  the  Ameri- 
can market  is  in  the  hnnds  of  the 
consumer,  and  that  this  consumer 
does  not  deserve  his  general  reputation, 
lie  was  reputed  to  be  lavish,  omnivor- 
ous and  prodigal ;  he  is  found  to  lie 
economical,  saving  and  very  frugal.
